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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), 
which papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 3 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "the guiding" in page 10 line 1. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
Claim 12 recites the limitation "the rim" in page 11 line 1. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made 

in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
U.S. patent number 6,735,319 (Vonlanthen). 
Regarding claims 1 , 4, 6, 13 and 14, Vonlanthen discloses base plate 
(figure 5, item 51) for the reception of at least one electronic module, 
whereby the electronic module is insertable and connectable through an 
opening or slot respectively within the base plate into said base plate, 
such as a part of the electronic module remains accessible from the 
insertion side or protrudes to the outside, whereby the base plate consists 
of recesses in the area of the opening according the cross-section shape 
of the electronic module and that in the area of the recesses guiding 
elements are provided, such as that the electronic module in its vertical 
end position in relation to the base plate is laterally insertable into the 
recess with respect to the opening. 

Regarding claim 2, Vonlanthen also shows whereby the opening provides 
of an essentially rectangular or square cross section (see figure 5). 
Regarding claim 3, Vonlanthen further discloses whereby the guiding 
elements (37a) consist of slots and/or guiding faces provided in the base 
plate, to which accordingly shaped stop faces of the electronic module 
may be brought into contact. 
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Regarding claims 5 and 7, Vonlanthen also discloses whereby the 
electronic module consists of electronic components such as amplifiers, 
switches, knobs etc. and whereby the electronic module consists of 
contacts for the connection wit a battery or accumulator (columns 3-4). 
Regarding claims 8-11, Vonlanthen discloses whereby a cap (39) is 
provided, closing the remaining slot of the opening after the insertion and 
shifting into the final positions. 

Regarding claim 12, Vonlanthen also shows whereby the rim of the cap in 
its closed state covers at least partially the electronic module such as that 
said electronic module remains fixed at its final position (see figures 1 and 
3).
